of the borough councll, ns collector
under the berough ordinance of elec-
tric Hght rates,

Fhe ouditor reled the borough nudi-
tors hud no suthority to #etile the acs
counts of the pecretary of the couns
clls, as they attempted e doa, or of
anyone appointed to  collect
charges made for the use of electrie
Mgnte furnished ty the borough, In
this court concurs, saying that th
borough gecretary (s not Included in
tha lint of officers who must accourt (o
the municipal auditors. The secrouary
as o credture of counclls, s answir-
able to that body alone.

The whole report, Judge Arvchhald
rules, sxeept the part of it in
the auditor draws the above
slon, must he sot asbde
that which it was beyond his power to
go into.

FIRE INSURANCE CAER

In the case of Henry Belin, §r,
Against the 8L Paul Fire and Marine
Irsurance company, of Minnesota, the
rule to set aside gervice of summons I8
made absoiute by Judge Edwards. He
rules that inasmuch as the nroperty
insured and the company are both out.
glde the state the court nere has no
Jurisdiction.

In the cise of J, E. Judrey agalnst
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the borough of Olyphant, the rule for
i new trinl sought by the plaintift 1s
danied by Judge Archbald. Jodrey
sued for work done for the borough on
Its electric Jdght plant. The boroagh
roslgted payment on the ground that
the work wne nst properly anthorized.
Two of the borough counell, It appears,
y Bl hlra to worke when 1t requived tho
netion of the light and water commits
tee 1o do thig, Corsequently Jodrey
did the work for nothing.

In the casc of Qorton S. Chase and
othors agninet M, O. Waehster, the rule
to open judgment was discharged In n
lengthy opinion by Judge Archbald,
Tue defendant bought a 140-acre furm
tln La Plume in 1594 from the helrs of

Nathan K. Chase, paying one-half of
the 39000 purchase muney down and
EBiving a bond and mortgage to pay the
other half In nine squal annuul install-
ments, He resisted pavyment of the
very firat of the partial payments on
the grourd that he had not heen given
n clear titla to all the land, wlleging
that the helie of George Clymer were
clnimnante of half the land and were
Hable to come upon him for their ghare
at any time.

It Is not shown for certnin, nr even
to the extent of probability thnt
Clymer helrr have a claim or If they
houve that they will prosecute It, and
court In congequence declines to Inter-
fere with the apervation of the judg-
ment upon which the plaint!ffe seel to
enforee the payment of the balance
due,
